According to the 
Austrian communication, during the 
present offensive they have captured 
31,082 Italians and 298 cannon. The 
Italian war office admits the evacua- 
tion of positions at Monte Priafora and 
Punta Gordin, on the Asiago plateau. 

The lake region, south of Dvinsk, on 
the Russian front, again is the scene 


of heavy bombardments, probably the' 


prelude to more infantry fighting. Far- 
ther south, on the Volhynian front and 
along the Bessarabian border, there is 
increased activity by the Teutons and 
Russians. 

Petrograd reports the capture of a 
Russian position in the region of Diar- 
bekr, but says the Russians in a coun- 
ter attack ejected the invaders. 

Nothing new has come through con- 
cerning the invasion of Greek Macedo- 
nia by the Bulgars and Germans, but 
on the extreme western part of the Bal- 
kan front the Austrians along the 
Voyusa river in Albania have pursued 
Italian patrols.

FRENCH TAKE 


GERMAN WORK. 


Paris, May 31.—French troops this 
afternoon gained possession of a 
strongly organized German work on 
the slopes southwest of Le Mort 
Homme, capturing 220 prisoners, in- 
cluding five officers and seven machine 
guns, the war office announced to- 
night. The communication reads: 

“On the left bank of the Meuse there 
was a violent bombardment with shells 
of large caliber in the region of Avo- 
court and Hill 304. 

“In the afternoon in a spirited attack 
our troops gained possession of a Ger- 
man work strongly organized on the 
slopes southwest of Le Mort Homme. 
We captured 220 prisoners, including 
five officers and seven machine guns. 
A eurprise attack in the same sector 
last night enabled us to capture 26 
prisoners. 

“On the right bank there was great 
activity by the two artillery forces be- 
tween the Meuse and Fort Vaux, but 
no infantry action. 

“Our batteries took under their fire 
and dispersed enemy concentrations 
north of the Bois des Fosses. The 
cannonading was intermittent on the 
rest of the front, but more intense in 
the region east of Metzeral and Hart- 
manns-Weilerkopf.”

SULD FOR $140,000 


Buildings on East Avenue 

Sold by A. W. Farlinger 
to Senator Carlton and 
Moultrie Company. 


One of the biggest real estate trans- 
actions in many past weeks was an- 
nounced yesterday by the Smith & 
Ewing Realty agency, the deal involv- 
ing properties valued at $140,000. 

This agency sold for A. W. Farlin- 
ger, councilman from the fourth ward, 
to .Senator John A. Carlton and the 
Ashburn-Murphy company, of Moul- 
trie, Ga., two apartment houses, one 
on East avenue and the other on the 
old Nelson home place at ¢he #outh- 
west corner of North Boulevard and 
East avenue. 

The old Nelson home place, on 
which one of the apartments is lo- 
cated, was sold at a valuation of $100,- 


000. 

This consists of a big lot fronting 
323 feet on North Boulevard and hav- 
ing a depth of 400 feet on East ave- 
nue and a two-story brick dwelling 
which was formerly the home of the 
late L. B. Nelson.

Atlanta dairies, restaurants and soda’! 


fountains hold the state record for; 
high bacterial count in sweet milk and | 
ice cream and for dirt about the places | 
where milk and ice cream are produced 
or sold, according to the report of Dr. 
state chemist, whose 
report is just out. 

The number of bacteria in milk means 
the number of bacteria in a cubic cen-' 
timeter of milk. The significance of | 
the number of bacteria found in milk | 
is indicated by the following table, 
which prefaces Dr. Stallings’ report: 

Below 10,000 indicates very good 
milk. 

Between 10,000 and 50,000 
good milk. 

Between 50,000 and 100,000 indicates 
fair milk. 

Between 100,000 and 500,000 indicates 
unsatisfactory milk. 

Between 600,000 and 1,000,000 indi- 
cates bad milk. 

Over 1,000,000 indicates very bad milk. 

Thirty Tests Made. 

The report shows thirty tests made 
in the month of April in nineteen dif- 
ferent establishments—dairies, restau- 
rants and soda fountains, many of 
which are located in the center of At- 
lanta and daily patronized by thou- 
sands. 

Twenty of these tests were for bac- 
teria in sweet milk, showing the fol- 
lowing general results: 

Twelve tests showed counts of be- 
tween 10,000 and 50,000, indicating good 
milk; two tests showed between: 50,000 
and 100,000, indicating fair milk; five 
tests showed between 100,000 and 600,- 
000, indicating unsatisfactory milk, 
while one test showed between 600,- 
000 and 1,000,000, indicating bad milk. 

Ice cream, however, shows the most 


startling bacterial count. 
Ten tests made show the following | 
general results: 
No ice cream with less than 650,000; 
two tests showing between 50,000 and 
100,000; three tests showing between

between 500,000 and 1,000,000, and two 
tests showing over 1,000,000. 

The highest of these counte was 2,- 
470,000; the second was 2,040,000, and 
the third was 910,000. 

Nine Reported “Dirty.” 


Of the nineteen places investigated 
nine were reported as “dirty” or “very 


airy. 

The milk and ice cream used in| 
others of the larger cities of the state 
showed a low bacterial count, as com- 
pared with Atlanta. 

Macon has a low average count, with 
1,600,000 for a test of ice cream as her 
highest count. 

Albany shows a higher average count 
than Macon, but not so high as Atlanta, 
with a high count of 480,000 for a test 
of sweet milk. 

Americus shows a low average, with 
high count of 60,0000 for sweet milk.

SHACKLETON COMES 
FROM ANTARCTIC 


British Explorer Has_Ar-| 
rived at Port Stanley, Falk- 
land Islands—Shackelton 
Left on Trip in 1914. 


(London, June 1.—Lieutenant Sir Er- 
nest Shackleton, the Antarctic ,;ex- 
plorer, has arrived safely at Port Stan- 
ley, Falkland islands. 


The news that Lieutenant Shackleton 
was safe reached London shortly after 
midnight. The message was from the 
explorer himself and announced his 
arrival at Port Stanley. 

His Ship Crushed. 


The message said his ship, the En- 
durance, had been “crushed” in a Wed- 
dell sea ice floe last October, but that 
it drifted until midwinter, when he 
and his party landed on Elephant is- 
land in the South Shetland group, the 
explorer left in a small boat with five 
men a week later to summon help, 
leaving 22 men behind. All of them 
were well, but in a situation which de- 
mands the quickest possible relief. 

The message of Lieutenant Shackle- 
ton was dated Port Stanley, May 31. It 
said that he left Elephant island April 
24. 

The gravest fears had been entertain- 
ed for the explorer during the past two 
weeks, owing to the absence of news 
from the Endurance and in the house 
of commons yesterday Premier Asquith 
said the government had approved of 
a committee being appointed by the 
admiralty to give advice regarding a 
relief expedition. 

The news of the safety of Sir Er- 
nest and the small party with him has 
— lessened the necessity for relief, 
which is evén more pressin 
behalf of the men left behind'in the tes 
on Elephant fsland, probably scantily 
provided with provisions and other 
necessities as well as in behalf of the 
Ross sea party which was stranded on 
the great barrier through the break- 
ing away of the relief ship Aurora, 
which returned to New Zealand early 


Left in 1914, 

Lieutenant Sir Barnest Shackleton’s 
expedition, which had as an object the 
crossing of the Antarctic continent 
from Weddell sea to Ross sea, started 
from England in August, 1914. Sir Er- 
nest, with one section, went to Buenos 
Aires and the other section was sent to 
Tasmania. At Buenos Aires in October, 
1914, Sir Ernest sailed for Weddell sea. 
The other owe 4 later proceeded from 
Tasmania by the steamer Aurora for 
Ross sea, where it was hoped Sir Ernest 
and his party would join it after crogs- 
ing the continent. 

Early in the present year the Aurora 
returned to Port Chalmers, New Zea- 
land, having broken adrift in the ice 
on May 1915. Eight of her men 
were ashore when the vessel broke 
away and nothing has been heard from 
Shackleton and his companions at the 
Ross sea base. 

Port Stanley is the capital of the 
Falkland islands, in the south Atlantic 
off the coast of Argentina. . 

The fact that the section of the ex- 
pedition headed by Shackleton return- 
ed to its virtual point of departure 
means that the expedition failed in its 
primary object.

ambassador designate. Tonight a trans- 
lation of the voluminious document, 
about 12,000 words long, was laid be- 
fore President Wilson, who at once 


began considering how it should be : 


answered. 
No one in official circles would at- 


tempt to forecast just what course the 
president might decide upon. There 
was complete unanimity, however, in 
the belief that there would be no im- 
mediate withdrawal of the Pershing 
expedition. High officials said the de 
facto government so far had utterly 
failed to demonstrate its ability to pro- 
tect the border against bandits and 
expressed the opinion that the troops 
would stay in Mexico until this was 
done.

It was suggested that the bellig- 
erent and uncompromising attitude as- 
sumed by Carranza probably was large-

MEXICAN 
PROPOSAL. 


“The Mexican government, sincerely 
lamenting the happening and with the 
idea of efficiently protecting the fron- 
tier, proposed that the governments of 
Mexico and the United States celebrate 
an agreement by which bandits might 
be punished. urthermore, the Mexi- 
can government made this proposition 
guided by precedents prevailing in the 
years 1880 and 1884, and cancretely 
asked permission that Mexican forces 


might cross the American frontier in| 
| tion of its territory was a question 


pursuit of bandits under the reciprocal 
condition that like permission would 
be granted ‘the forces of the United 
States, should a case similar to that of 
Columbus be repeated at any other 
point along the frontier ine. As a con- 
Sequence of this proposition, made in 
the Mexican note of March 10, the 
United States government, through er- 
ror and precipitation, thought that the 
good intention of the Mexican govern- 
ment was sufficient to authorize it to 
cross the frontier, and without await- 
ing a formal agreement ordered a large 
party of Americans to enter Mexico in 
pursuit of Villa and his party. Be- 
cause of this act the American govern- 
ment made most emphatic protesta- 
tions that it was acting in good faith 
and that its only purpose in crossing 
the line was to pursue capture or de- 
Stroy the Villa band and that the act 
did not signify an invasion of our ter- 
ritory nor an attempt to violate the 
sovereignty of Mexico and that as soon 
as a practical result was shown by the 
expedition the American troops would 
be withdrawn from Mexican territory. 

“The Mexican government had no 
knowledge that American troops had 


crossed the border until March 17, and. 


this came from private sources in El 
Paso. This government then directed 
a note to the American government 
stating that inasmuch as no formal 
agreement thad been entered into be- 
tween the two governments the Amer- 
icans could not be considered as au- 
thorized to send such an expedition. 


WASHINGTON 
EXPLANATION. 


“The Washington government ex- 
plained the sending of such an expedi- 
tion, saying that it regretted the atti- 
tude of the Mexican government re- 
garding the passage of troops across 
the frontier in pursuit of illa and 
that it was done in the understanding 
that the former interchange of notes 

lainly implied the consent of the Mex- 
can government without further for- 
malities. 

“The government of the United States 
explained also that its attitude was 
taken in view of the necessity for rapid 
action a explained its willingness to 
receive y suggestions of the Mexi- 
can government relative to a formal 
agreement for the crossing of the in- 
ternational line by forces of either 
country. 

“Both vernments then hastened to 
rms°of an agreement, two proj- 
the Mexican government and 
two counter projects of the American 
government being exchanged. In dis- 
cussing the agreement, the Mexican gov- 
ernment insisted constantly that the 
operation of troopsina foreign country 


{must be limited as to the number of 


troops, the class of arms and the ter- 
ritory occupied. 

“The American government refused 
to agree on these points, but in its last 
note presented to this government 
agreed to accept in part these limita- 
tions, nevertheless insisting that they 
be not applied to the Columbus expedi- 
tion. 


“This attitude of the American gov- 
ernment caused the Mexican govern- 
ment to send a note under date of April 
12 suspending negotiations over any 
agreement in view of the fact that 
the American government demanded 
that the Columbus case should be ex- 
cluded,. and requested the retirement 
of the American troops as they were 
in Mexico under no agreement and as 
Villa 
bandits had been dispersed and reduced 
to impotency. 

‘Meanwhile the American govern- 
ment did not answer the note of April 
12 nar withdraw the troops, and it was 
found convenient by both countries 
that a convention of military chieftains

Juarez and El Paso, on the part of 
the American, government Generals 
Scott and Funston, and on the part of 
the Mexican government the secretary 
of war and the navy, General Obregon, 
who held a series of conferences in a 
spirit of frank cordiality.” : 


ALLEGED PROMISE 


OF WITHDRAWAL. 

The note states that the conferees 
exchanged data on the frontier situa- 
tion and prepared a memorandum for 
their respective governments in which 
“General Scott eclared that the de- 
struction and dispersion of the Villa 
band had been completed and therefore 
the American government had decided 
to begin withdrawal of its troops un- 
der the promise that the Mexican gov- 
ernment would endeavor to maintain 
an effective guard against new incur- 
sions.” 

The de facto government, says the 
note, could not approve the agreement 
because it contained a stipulation that 
the withdrawal could be suspended 
should another incursion “serve to 
change the belief of the Washington 
government in the ability of the Mexi- 
can government to protect the fron- 
tier.” This condition was unsatisfac- 
tory, the note adds, because evacua- 
affecting the sovereignty of Mexico 
“which should at no time ibe subjected 
to the discretion of the American gov- 
ernment,” and for the further reason 
that it might lend a “certain color of 
legality” to the indefinite stay of Amer- 
ican troops in Mexico in the event of 
another raid. 

The raid on Glenn Springs and Bo- 
quillas is then recalled as having oc- 
curred during the border conference. 
Fearing a new expedition, the de facto 
government says General Obregon was 
instructed to notify the United States 
“that the crossing of American sol- 
diers on this new account would not 
be permitted and that orders had al- 
ready been given to all military com- 
manders on the frontier to prevent it.” 

The note declares that Generals Scott 
and Funston then assured General Ob- 
regon that no ‘pursuit of the Boquil- 
las raiders had been ordered and that 
no more American soldiers would en- 
ter Mexican territory. “This assurance,” 
it adds, “was reiterated by General 
Scott himself in a later private conver- 
sation with Juan Neftali Amador, sub- 
secretary of foreign affairs, who had 
had the opportunity to take part in the 
conferences.” 

Because of the posstbility of other 
riads, General Obregon then suggested 
to the American conferees a plan of 
distribution of troops along the border 
by both governments to prevent such 
incidents, the note says, thus showing 
not only the good faith of the de facto 
government, “but also its frank will- 
arrive at an effective co- 
operation,” and end the cause for fric- 
tion. The plan, it adds, was intended 
as a preliminary to the completion of 
a definite and reciprocal agreement un- 
der which troops of either government 
could cross the border as long as con- 
ditions obtained in that region. 

General Scott insisted on the form 
of the original memorandum and the 
conference adjourned, leaving the mat- 
ter ° diplomatic agencies for adjust- 
ment. 


MORE THAN ERROR 
SAID TO BE INVOLVED. 
Taking the matter up as of May 
the date the note bears, it says that 
the Mexican government has just been 
advised that 400 men of the American 
army had crossed into Mexico, the fact 
being brought to the attention of the 
government by a communication from 
the commander of the expedition to the 
Mexican military commander at Esmer- 
alda, informing him that he had cross- 
ed the line in accordance with the 
agreements between the two govern- 
ments and with the consent of a Mexi- 
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can consular official at Del Rio, Texas. . 


The Mexican government, it is de- 


|clared, eannot assume that the United 


States government has committed an 
error a second time in ordering. the 
crossing without the consent of the 


, government of Mexico or that the com- 


mander of the American troops acted 


/ without due authority upon this oc- 
i currence, 


“The explanation given by the Amer- 
ican government in regard to the cross- 
at Columbus has never 
been satisfactory to the Mexican gov- 
ernment,” the communication § says, 
“but the new invasion of our territory 
is no longer an isolated fact and tends 
to convince the Mexican government 
that something more than a mere er- 
ror is involved. 

“This latter’ act of the American 
forces causes new complications for 
the Mexican government, increasing the 
difficulty of finding a satisfactory so- 
lution and the tenseness of the inter- 
national situation. The Mexican gov- 
ernment cannot consider this last inci- 
dent except as an invasion of our ter- 
ritory and it is its duty to request the 
American government to order the im- 
mediate withdrawal of these new forces 
and to abstain from sending any other 
expedition of a similar nature.” 

Declaring that the obligations of 
protecting the frontier rests equally 
upon both governments, the de facto 
government suggests that since Amer- 
ican troops undisturbed by other mili- 
tary operations, “are physically unable 
to protect the line on the American 
side,’”’ the difficulties of the Mexican 
government should be appreciated. 
Every possible effort in that direction 
has been made, it says, and insists 
that raids by irresponsible outlaws 
should be cases for “pecuniary repara- 
tion and a reason to adopt a combined 
defense, but never a cause for Ameri- 
can authoritjes to invade our national 
territory.” 


THREAT TO ATTACK 
AMERICAN TROOPS. 


The note, written before the with- 
drawal of the Boquillas expedition, then 
renews its demand for the immediage 
withdrawal of that force, adding that 
in any case, after having made its 
position clear, “it will be forced to 
defend itself against any group of 
American troops which may be found 
within its territory.’ It refers to the 
Columbus expedition as “interned in 
the state of Chihtahua,” and also in- 
sists upon its withdrawal, adding: 

“The Mexican government under- 
stands that in the face of the unwill- 
ingness of the American government 
to withdraw the above forces, it would 
be left no other resource than to pro- 
cure the defense of its territory by 
means of arms; but it understands at 
the same time its duty to avoid as far 


as possible an armed conflict between, 


the two countries and acting in ac- 
cordance with the treaty of February 
2, 1848, it considers it its duty to re- 
sort to all means of a peaceful char- 
acter to find a solution of the interna- 
tional conflict in which both countries> 
are involved.” 

At this point the note requests of 
the United States government “a more 
categorical explanation of its real in- 
tentions towards Mexico.” To clear the 
way for such a statement, it proposes 
to speak the mind of the Mexican gov- 
ernment with entire frankness and set- 
ting aside ‘all diplomatic euphemism,” 
but declearing it does so hoping that 
the sensibilities of the Washington 
government will not be wounded by its 
words. It recalls protestations of 
friendship by the American govern- 
ment towards Latin-American coun- 
tries and particularly toward Mexico, 
citing President Wilson’s declaration 
that the United States did not intend 
to interfere in.the internal affairs of 
Mexico, nor in any way to impair its 
sovereignty. These repeated protesta- 
tions appeared, it says, to indicate “an 
honest purpose on the part of the gov- 
ernment and people of the United 
States” not to war on Mexico. 

The Mexican government, however, 
the note continues, “regrets to remark 
that the acts of the American military 
authorities are in absolute conflict with 
the above statements and is constrain- 
ed to appeal to the president, the de- 
partment of state, the senate and the 
American people to the end that once 
and for all time the true political ten- 
dency of the United States towards 
Mexico be defined.” Such a definition, 
it says, is also necessary that Latin- 
America may appreciate “the proper 
value of the protests of amity and fra- 
ternity which have been made to them 
during the many years.” 


PROMISE BROKEN, 
CARRANZA ALLEGES. 


The argument recurs to the Colum- 


| bus expedition and states that although 


admitting through General Scott that 
its object has been accomplished, Pres- 
ident Wilson’s promise of withdrawal 
has not been complied with. This state- 
ment follows: 


“The cause of any internal political 


order which may exist not to withdraw 
the American troops from Mexican ter- 
ritory, however justified they may ap- 
pear, cannot justify the above attitude: 
but, on the contrary, they accentuate 
the discrepancy between the protests 
of respect to the sovereignty of Mex- 


ico and the actual fact that on account 
of reasons of internal policy of the 
United States a status should be main- 
tained which is utterly unjust with re- 
gard to the Mexican republic.” 

Conflict between words and deeds is 
further shown, the note asserts, by the 
refusal of the United States to accept 
limitations as to the number of troops 
to cross the frontier under any recip- 
rocal agreement or the zone in which 
they should operate. The character of 
the Columbus expedition was such, it 
adds, as to show distrust toward Mex- 
ico and no effort whatever toward co- 
operation with Mexican troops. The 
clash at Parral is asserted to have been 
due to the secrecy with which the 
American military authorities  sur- 
rounded their operations. 

“The Columbus expedition,” it says, 
“has ‘been carried into effect without 
any spirit of harmony, but, on the con- 
trary, under a Bpirit of distrust of our 
authorities, as dur co‘toperation was 
not only sought, but we were un- 
informed in regard to the’ military 
operations effected.” 

As evidence of this distrust the note 
cities that the expedition included ar- 
tillery and infantry, the use of which 
“cannot be explained in any other way 
except as a precaution against prob- 
able attack on the part of the Mexi- 
can forces.” The United States, it is 
asserted, now prefers to keep its troops 
idle in Mexico rather than nost them on 
the American side of the line. 

“By this action,” the note says, “the 
American govérnment gives room for 
the supposition that its true intention 
is to keep there the troops it has al- 
ready interned in Mexico, anticipating 
that it may make use of them later 
for future operations. 


AMERICAN ATTITUDE 
CALLED INCONGRUOUS. 

“The American government has on 
every occasign declared its desire to 
help the constitutionalist government 
to complete the work of pacification 
within the least time possible. The true 
attitude of the American government 
in relation to these desires appears to 
be entirely incongruous, inasmuch as 
for some time back it has (been doing | 
things indicating that it does not onlv 
not render any assistance to the work of 
pacification, but that, on the contrary, 
it appears to place many obstacles in 
the way of carrying out that task. As 
& matter of fact, without considering 
the great number of diplomatic repre- 
sentations made under the pretext of 
protecting American interes in Mex- 
ico, and which are constantly emibar- 
rassing the new government in its ef- 
fort to reorganize the political, eco- 
nomic and _ social conditions of the 
country on a new basis; there are many 
facts which cause the influence of the 
American Bly dS maagioor to be felt against 
the consolidation of the present gov- 
ernment of (Mexico.” The. note cites the 
“decided support’’ given Villa at one 
time by General Scott and the state 
department, which it says prolonged 
civil War many months: and the con- 
tinuous assistance rendered by Ameri- 
can Catholic clergy to their Mexican 
‘brothers who are, it is charged, “in- 
rpg game working against the consti- 
tutionalist government.” The activi- 
ties of the “American interventionist 
press and business man” also are re- 
ferred to. 

The American government, the note 
says, is either unable or unwilling to 
prevent all of these ‘works of con- 
spiracy” against the de facto govern- 
ment. (Many of the bands of border 
outlaws, it adds, were ‘armed and per- 
haps also organized” under the toler- 
ance of Texas authorities, while well- 
known conspirators who were arrest- 
ed have been released under insignifi- 
cant bond... 

The detention of shipments of arms 
and ammunition to the Mexican gov- 
ernment is also arraigned as an un- 
friendly act for which no frank rea- 
son has been assigned. This embargo, 
it Says, can have no other interpreta- 
tion than that the United States ‘‘wish- 
es to protect itself against the emer- 
gency of a future conflict.” Mexico 
does not question the right of the 
United States to do this, but declares 
a frank statement of its reasons would 
be preferable to the “frivolous pretext 
of preventing these arms and ammu- 
nition. from falling into the hands of 
Villista bands.” The whole embargo 
matter, it asserts, “is a clear indica- 
tion that the acts of the American 
military authorities are in conflict with 
the purposes of peace of the American 
government.” 


UNITED STATES 


HOSTILE TO MEXICO. 


“The Mexican government cannot 
wish war wfth the United States, the 
note continues, “and if this should 


occur it would undoubtedly be as a econ- 
sequence of a deliberate purpose of the 
United States. For the time being 
the above precautionary acts indicate 
that there is a purpose of preparedness 
for such emergency, or that which is 
the same, the beginning of hostilities 
on the part of the United States toward 
Mexico.” 

The detention in New York of mach- 
inery intended for a government am- 
munition factory in Mexico is then 
made a subject of protest and atten- 
tion is ealled to the fact that “mil- 
lions and millions of dollars worth” of 
war munitions are being exported to 
Europe daily. 7 

The note says the Mexican people and 
government are sure the American 
people do not-want war with Mexico, 
but that strong agencies are at work to 
produce such a conflict, and it is in- 
dispensable that the American govern- 
ment frankly state its purposes and 
remove the conflict between its prot- 
estations of amity and the “acts of 
distrust and aggression on the part: of 
American military authorities.” 

“The Mexican government and peo- 
ple, therefore, are anxious to know 
what they should expect,” the note 
concludes, ‘‘and they want to be sure 
that the expressions so many times 
made by the government of the United 
States are in keeping with a sincere 
desire for peace and a friendship that 
should exist not only in declarations, 
but be crystallized in deeds. 

“The Mexican government, therefore, 
formally invites the government of the 
United States to cause the situation of 
uncertainty between the two countries 
to cease, and to support its declara- 
tions and protests of amity with real 
and effective action, which will con- 
vince the Mexican people of the sin- 
cerity of its purposes. 

“This action in the present situa- 
tion cannot be other than the imme- 
diate withdrawal of American troops 
now in Mexican territory.” 


U. S. TROOSP STAY 
DESPITE THREATS 


Continued From First Page. 


the Boquillas raid, was brought to 
Washington Monday by Manuel Mendez, 
an attache of the Mexican foreign ot- 
fice. Word of its coming had been 
received last week, but on Mendez’s ar- 
rival he insisted that he knew nothing 
of a note and merely was in the United 
States on a vacation. Arredondo said 
late last night that he had heard noth- 
ing of a note. 

Today it was explained that Mendez 
left Mexico City with strict instruc- 
tions to keep the purpose of his visit 
secret, even from the embassy here, 
until he had communicated with the 
foreign office on reaching Washington. 
His orders to give the communication 
to the ambassador designate for pres- 
entation to the state department, it 
was said, did not arrive until about 
midnight last night. 

In Conflict With Scott. 

Secretary Lansing is expected to 
study the note carefully in preparation 
for the cabinet meeting Iriday. There 
are statements in the communication, 
particularly with regard to the agree- 
ment reached at the El Paso confer- 
ence, which are in direct conflict with 
General Scott’s understanding of what 
was included in the unwritten pact. 
Secretary Baker and General Scott 
have declared that no limitation was 
placed upon General Funston by that 
agreement which would prevent him 
either from sending additional troops 
to join Pershing’s column or dispatch- 
ing new expeditions in pursuit of raid- 
ers, provided his men followed a hot 
trail. 

General Scott’s telegraphic reports 
show clearly the progress of the con- 
ference from day to day. Officials 
noted that the new note attributed its 
interpretation in part at least to Sub- 
Secretary Amador rather than to Gen- 
eral Obregon. Amador was not pres- 
ent at all of the meetings of the con- 
frees. 

General Scott stated today that the 
general trend of his understanding 
with Obregon provided that Pershing’s 
force withdraw slowly north of San 
Antonio, Mexico. His statement was 
made in connection with the confer- 
ence expected tomorrow between Gen- 
erals Pershing and Gavira, the latter 
commandin the Mexican force in 
Pershing’s a vicinity. General 
Funston has authority, it was learned, 
to dispose his forces in any way he 
sees fit north of San Antonio. 

Not Alarmed by Threat. 

Officials made it very plain, however, 


> 


that the Columbus expedition, referred 
to in the Mexican note as “interned in 
the state of Chihuahua” can be with- 
drawn from Mexico onlv on President 
Wilson's orders. 

The threat in the note that failing 
withdrawal, after due exchange of 
views between Washington and Mexico 
City, American forces in Mexico might 
expect attack by Mexican troops, left 
army officers undisturbed. They are 
certain that General Pershing is so sit- 
uated as to be able to take care of 
himself. Every. precaution has ‘been 
taken to insure the safety of his col- 
umn. If any new orders were deemed 
necessary because of the hostile atti- 
tude indicated tn the note there was no 
sign of them at the war department to- 
night. 

Officials are somewhat at. a loss to 
understand why the note was left in 
the form in which it was written, al- 
though the Boquillas expedition had 
been withdrawn before it was deliv- 
ered. There can be no doubt that Gen- 
eral’ Carranza knew that it had came 
out of Mexico when he directed that 
the communication be presented late 
last night. Yet much of the argu- 
ment in his note hinges on the de- 
mand that this force retire. Appar- 
ently Carranza himself was in doubt 
as to what course to pursue up to the 
last minute. According to the embassy 
here, Mr. Arredondo was not even in- 
formed that a note had been prepared 
or that it had been sent to Washing- 
ton until the cable dispatch reached 
Mendez. 

Embargo on War Supplies, 


Regarding the statements of the note 
as to embargo on war supplies there 
has been no effort here to disguise the 
fact that the United States was not 
disposed to permit ammunition to 
reach Mexican forces whose loyalty to 
the de facto government was question- 
ed.. The note speaks of the clash at 
Parral between American troops and 
citizens. Official reports from the of- 
ficer in command said men in the unft- 
forms of Carranza soldiers did the fir- 
ine that cost several American lives. 

It also is a fact that open hostility 
has been. exvressed by several subor- 
dinate commanders and warning was 
given that anv attempt to move south 
of Parral would meet armed opposition 
by Carranza troops. 

“Tt was such considerations that im- 
nelled officials to place an informal 
embargo on war supplies, as shipments 
must pass through unsettled territory 
to reach anv command composed of 
Mexican regulars under responsible of- 
ficers. The new note probably will in- 
crease precautions in this respect rath- 
er than lessen them.

Dangerous Fire Conditions 
Are Shown in Fire Mar- 
shal’s Report Which Gov- 
ernor Will Send to Legis- 
lature. :

The report of State Fire Marshal W. 
R. Joyner of his investization of fire 
conditions at the state capftol building, 
following recent fires in the building, 
which has been in the hands of Gov- 
ernor Nat Efiiarris for several weeks, 
will be forwarded by the governor to 
the coming sessions of the general as- 
sembly with recommendations which he 
has not yet formulated. 

The report was made at the request 
of the governor, but does not touch 


‘upon the question of whether or not 


the basement watchman was on duty 
at the time of the recent fire in the 
storeroom of the state military depart- 
ment in the basement, which point, the 
governor stated Tuesday, he had asked 


to have investigated. 
Had Asked Investigation. 

Governor Harris stated that he had 
been informed that the watchman Sta- 
tioned in the basement of the building 
had been transferr@ to the office of 
the keeper of public buildings, and that 
he was not on duty at the time the fire 
broke out, and, therefore, did not dis- 
cover it. The governor stated that this 
allegation has not been verified and 
that he had asked the fire marshal to 
investigate this feature. 

Following the state fire marshal’s 
report, which shows very dangerous 
fire conditions in the basement of the 
capitol, Governor Harris has ordered 
another watchman: stationed in the 
basement. He hes also had fire extin- 


jguishers, which were recommended in 


the report, placed in the basement. 
The report further recommends that 
a sprinkler system be installed in the 
basement, and that a time clock be pro- 
vided for the night watchman. On ac- 


‘count of the expense of installing a 


sprinkler system, no steps have ‘been 
taken toward installing such a sys- 
tem,. but this recommendation will be 
included in the report when it is sub- 
mitted to the legislature. The watch- 
man has not been provided with a time 
clock, pending negotiations of BF. R. 
Jones, private secretary to the govern- 
or, with the Western Union Telegraph 
company for the installation of a 
watchman’s alarm system. 
Records in Danger. 

The report states that conditions in 
the basement were such that if a fire 
there gained headway the entire build- 
ing would be liable to be destroyed. 
The report also states that there is 
much paper and other inflammable 
matter stored in an unprotected man- 
ner in the basement, and that valu- 
able records are in peril of destruction 
from fire. It reports the finding of an 
oil stove used in the basement for melt- 
ing wax for various experiments, and 
in an adjoining apartment a large mass 
of inflammmable material. 

The report also states there is evi- 
dence that the basement is used as a 
regular loafing place of the janitors 
and servants at the statehouse. and 
that smoking is continually indulged in 
in the basement. It is recommended 
that smoki in the basement be strict- 
ly prohibited. 

The report states that the recent fire 
in the basement probably started from 
a cigarette or © r stump carelessly 
dropped through a skylight in the 
Washington street entrance steps, from 
which a glass protection was probably 
missing. 

The statement which appeared in The 
Constitution some time ago to the ef- 
fect that the report criticises the office 
of keeper of public Duildings was in- 
correct.

She unhesidatingly talked of her 
marriage to Innes and of what she 
knew of his past. She talked, about 
Broadway, too, and about the outcome 
of the trial, predicting that Innes 
would be convicted. 

The Innes courtroom is one of the 
most orderly in years. Despite the 
immense crowd, it is kept as quiet as a 
church. The mere whispered word of 
a witness is carried to all corners of 
the room. A _ well-trained squad of 
deputies, under the command of Deputy 
Sheriff-Plennie Miner, is on duty at all 
points. 

No one for whom there isn’t a seat is 
permitted to enter. No one is allowed 
to stand.

HYPHEN MUST VANISH 


FROM NATIONAL LIFE 


‘Straight Americanism Only 


Hope of Republic—Roose- 
velt Says Uncle Sam Has 
Just One Friend—Uncle 
Sam. 


St. Louls Mo., May 31.—Colonel Theo- 


_Gore Roosevelt made three speeches in 


St. Louis today, in which he advocated 
universal military service, declared the 
German-American alliance was guilty 
of moral treason and anti-American- 
ism, denounced President Wilson‘s Me- 
morial day speech as weak, and left 
late fn the afternoon for. Newark, N. 
J., where he will speak Thursday night. 
Cheering crowds greeted him in St. 
Louis. — 

Colonel Roosevelt maintained that 
President Wilson used ‘weasel’ words 
which sucked the life out ‘of his 
phrases and made them meaningless. 

“Voluntary” a Weasel Word. 

“When Mr. Wilson speaks of ‘univer- 

sal voluntary tfaining,’” he asserted,

were against every foe so we must be. 
When I was president, I was a friend 
to every foreign nation. But when it 
became necessary to assert our rights, 
I played no favorites. 

“Labor councfis generally have an- 
nounced they will not take part in the 
preparedness parades June 3. I have 
seen shameful editorials upholding that 
attitude. But when I say universal 
service, that is what I refer to. I do 
not expect to euck'the life out of my 
words nor do I want any one to con- 
sider that I shall join the pacifists in 
any mental joyrides. 

“Uncle Sam has just one friend— 


. Roosevelt averred that he 
thought well of Mr. Bryan and Mr. 
Ford. “I like them in private life,” 
he added. “They are nice, amiable 
men. But I cannot join them 
wild mental joyrides, which is 
should be compelled to do if I should 
take their ideas seriously.” 

Hyphenated Alliance Scored. 

Colonel Roosevelt addressed the larg- 
est crowd at the City club in the aft- 
ernoon, where he said that neutrality 
that allowed trampling on American 
rights could not be tolerated and that 
there could be no Americans who were 
not Americans to the heart. 

“I denounce the German-American al- 
liance with all my soul,” he shouted. 
“The acts of its leaders constitute mor- 
al treason to our government and our 
people.” 

He characterized the German- 
American alliance’ as “an anti- 
American alliance,” but added that he 
believed that its members ‘‘not only do 
not represent, but scandalously misrep- 
resent,” the great majority of real 
Americans ef German origin. 

Urging the motto, “America for 
Americans,” for all Americans whether 
they were born here or abroad, the for- 
mer president deciared tHat “the sal- 
vation of our people lies in having a 
nationalized and unified America, ready 
for the tremendous tasks of both war 
and peace.” 

“I appeal to all our citizens,” the 
colonel said, “no matter from what 
land their forefathers came, to keep 
this ever in mind, and to shun with 
seorn and contempt the sinister in- 
triguers and mischief-makers who 
would seek to diyide them along lines 
of creed, of birthplace or of national 
Origin.” ~— 

Cglonel Roosevelt said he came to 
St .ouis to speak on Americanism— 
to’ speak of and condemn the use of 
the hyphen ‘whenever it represents an 
effort to form political parties along 
racial lines or to bring pressure. to 
beer on parties and politicians, not for 
American purposes, but in the interest 
of some group of voters of a certain 
national origin, or of the country from 
which they or their fathers cams.” 

He was equally against ,the native 
American of the wrong kind and for 


“he draws a parallel to a truancy law/the immigrant of the right kind, the 


which would make universal attend- 


ance by children at school obligatory to} 
all except those who wanted to keep | 


away.” 

“I like the word ‘universal,’ but ‘vol- 
untary’ is a weasel word. It sucks 
out the life of the other. Mr. Wilson 
said the acid test was about to be 
applied to the business men of the na- 
tion to see if they will allow their em- 
ployees to volunteer for training. I 
am against it. It cannot be patriotism 
that asks one man to have others pre- 
pare to do his fightinz. 

“Divided patriotism is as impossible 
as hyphenated citizens. I appeal for 
you to prepare yourself. 

“I wish to correct that statement, 
I mean the misstatement, that has been 
made that this preparedness movement 
has been instigated by ammunition 
manufacturers. That is false. The 
men most concerned are patriots and 
Americans, not money-seekers. 

Great Deal of Rhetoric. 


“We have had a great deal of rhet- 
orice. But the American people ought 
to be more careful of words. We 
should remember it is our duty to use 
no word unless we mean it. To declare 
for no principle unleSs we are willing 
to translate our love of that principle 
into action. as 

“I should be just as unalterably op- 
posed to an English-American alliance 
as I am against the German-American 
alliance. hatever defense I may have 
for my attitude you can’t accuse me of 
pussy-footing. 

“Just as Washington, Lee and Greene

| former president detlared, but the im- 


migrant who did not become in good 
faith an American “is out of place” in 
the United States. He said each na- 
tion should be judged bv its conduct 
and that the United States should op- 
pose encroach nt on its own rights, 
whether Germany, England, France or 
Russia be guilty of misconduct. 

“The effort to keep our citizenship 
divided against itself,’’ the colonel con- 
tinued, “by the use of the hyphen and 
along the lines of national origin, is 
certain to breed a ol of bitterness 
and prejudice and dislike between great 
bodies of our citizens. If some citi- 
zens band together as German-Ameri- 
cans or Jrish-Americans, then after a 
while others are certain to band to- 
gether as English-Americans or Scan- 
dinavian-Americans, and every. such 
banding together, every attempt to 
make for political purposes a German- 
American alliance or a Scandinavian- 
American alliance, means down at the 
bottom an effort against the interest 
of straightout American citizenship, an 
effort to bring into our nation the bit- 
ter old world rivalries and jealousies 
and hatreds. 

“Wihat I have been striving for a 
year and three-quarters to do is to 
protest against the upgrowth of thus 
utterly un-American spirit, which 
means, if successful, division and impo- 
tence in our national life, the break- 
ing vp of our unity as a nation, the 
severance of our citizenship along the 
bitter lines of old world antipathy.” 

Peints to Real Americans. 

Pointing back along his own career 
in public and private life, Colonel 
Koosevelt cited numerous examples of 
men who, associated with him as office- 
holders or soldiers, were descendants 
of foreigners, but who he declared were 
in every sense reali Americans. “Tt 
would be possible,” he declared, “to 
man our entire administration from 

resident down with men of German 
lood, and of such uncompromising 
Americanism that every good Ameri- 
can could follow them with whoie- 
hearted loyalty.” 

‘“T hold it an outrage and a violation 
of every principle of .ttrue American- 
ism,” he continued, “to discriminate 
against such a man (the American of 
foreign parentage) because of the land 
from which he or his parents came, or 
because of his creed. But I hold it 
no less an outrage for him to act in 
our domestic politics, not as an Ameri- 
can, ‘but as an Américan with a quali- 
fication; as an Am ean who has some 
un-American interest to serve, some 
foreign country to serve, because of 
The man who thus acts 


“This is not a mere abstract ques- 
tion which I am discussing. At this 
very moment it is blazoned forth in 
the public press that branches of the 
German-American alliance, so-called, 
in different parts of the country, are 
attempting to coerce timid and un- 
scrupulous politicians by threatening 
to vote against them, or by actually 
inte | against them, when the Ger- 
man-American alliance regards their 
action as unsatisfactory from the 
standpoint, not of the United States, 
but of Germany. These branches of 
the alliance openly take the ground 
that they intend to shape American pol- 
itics in the interest, not of the United

States, but of Germany. The German- 
American alliance of Pennsylvania, for 
instance, as reported in the public 
press, states that it intends to show 
‘the leaders of the national conventions 
that they have to deal with a united 
German-American vote.’ 

“Such a statement represents moral 
treason to the republic. Branches of 
the German-American alliance in oth- 
er parts of the country have used prac- 
tically the same language. The alliance 
has put forth no program affecting 
America. The program on which it 
wishes American citizens to vote is one 
affecting Germany and only Germany. 
I do not in the least object to it be- 
cause it denounces me. It has de- 
nounced Mr. Wilson almost as often 
and almost as severely. One of its 
favorite forms of denunciation includes 
Mr. Wilson, Mr. Root and inyseif, as 
equelly to be opposed in the interest 
of Germany. 


It Is Moral Treason. 


“It is moral treason to the United 
States for any of its citizens to act 
and to seek to make their governmen- 
tal representatives act, not with refer- 
ence to the interests of the United 
States, but of some foreign power. The 
German-American alliance is, in prac- 
tice, an anti-American alliance. Any 
such political organization, whether 
German-American, Irish-American or 
English-American, is not a healthy ele- 
ment of the body politic. 

“Any body of our citizens have a 
perfect right to oppose any man be- 
cause of a difference of judgment con- 
cerning American problems; but it has 
no right to deal with American public 
servants, or American public inen, on 
the basis of the interests of some for- 
eign power. The men who so act are 
disloyal to the United States, and I 
say this just as quickly of men try- 
ing to serve 
r say it of men trying to serve Ger- 
many. I condemn the.American citi- 
zen who acts as an ‘English-American’ 
just as strongly as I condemn the 
American citizen who acts.as a ‘Ger- 
man-American.’ If France had subju- 
gated Belgium I would condemn her 
just as strongly as I have condemned 
Germany. If British warcraft had sunk 
German passenger vessels and taken 
the lives of hundreds of American 
men, women and children, as German 
submarines did in the case of the 
Lusitania, the Arabic, and other ves- 
sels, I would have condemned any 
‘English-American’ who excused the 
act as unhesitatingly as I have con- 
demned and now condemn the ‘Ger- 
man-Americans’ who now defend or 
apologize for the actions of the Ger- 
man submarines. I would condemn as 
strongly the actions of any of our peo- 
ple who sought to make this country 
subservient to England, as I now con- 
demn those who seek to make it sub- 
servient to Germany. Such men are 
not merely un-American; they are antiI- 
American to the core, and unfit to be 
citizens of this republic. 3 

“T believe that the men thus acting 
not only do not represent, but scan- 
dalously misrepresent the great ma- 
jority of real Americans of German 
origin. I ‘believe that the great mass 
of Americans of German origin are 
now, as they have always been, among 
the most patriotic and loyal citizens in 
this country.”

Supporters Declare She Has 

Defeated Mrs. Sneath for 
Presidency of the Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs. 


New York, May 31.—Supporters of 
Mrs. Josiah Evang Cowles, of Los An- 
geles, claimed tonight upon the early 
returns from the balloting that she 
had been elected president of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women’s Clubs’ by 
a safe majority over Mrs. Samuel B. 
Sneath, of Tiffin, Ohio. The’ presi- 
dential election was the crowning 
event of the thirteenth biennial con- 
vention of the federation, which closes 
Friday. 

Of the 2,446 delegates, not more than 
1,800 voted, it was asSerted. The small 
vote was ascribed to the fact that 
many of the delegates from the west 
and middle west left last night for their 
homes while others refrained from vot- 
ing because of warm personal friend- 
ship for both candidates, 

- No Electioneering in Armory. 

Precautions were taken by the lo- 
cal biennial board to prevent 
electioneering in or about the armory 
where the convention sessions are held 
and as a result workers for the op- 
posing candidates were forced to talk 
to prospective voters either in the 
street.in front of the armory or in the 
corridors of their hotels. 

Literature brought by the supporters 
of Mrs, Cowles could not be used be- 
cause 
The California women, however, dis- 
tributed artificial poppies, the official 
floral emblem of their state. 

The suftrage issue virtually was elim- 
inated from the contest by the declara- 
tion of both candidates for president, 
Mrs. Josiah Evans Cowles, of Los An- 
geles, and Mrs. Samuel B. Sneath, of 
Tiffin, Ohio, favoring votes for women. 
The California delegation nevertheless 
issued a statement on the subject which 
says: 


“We, 


of California, as loyal suffra- 
gists, believe in equal citizenship for 
men and women, and urge -its exten- 
sion to every state in the union at the 
earliest possible moment. At the same 
time we counsel against militarism or 
rv procedure which would result in 
antagonism between men and women. 
Mrs. Sneath announced her ‘belief that 
women taxpayers should have repre- 
sentation in the government and that, 
being punishable for-breaking the laws, 
women should be allowed to assist in 
making them.

That Forsyth county people are not 
fond of negro citizens is history, but 
that they know how to give a negro 
a square deal is illustrated by what 
happened to the only colored visitor 
who is known to have feen within the 
county these many moons.

The ne- 
gro, Alonzo Cobb, had been arrested at 
Gainesville, together with a white man, 
Mont Goosby, on a charge of horse- 
stealing, and taken to Cumming, in 
Forsyth county, for trial.

1RACK THE LAW! 

“While addressed to The Constitution in- 
cident to its recent suggestion of ef 
“Reign of Law,” the statement of former 
Governor Joseph M. Brown, published today, 
is more particularly directed to Georgia’s 
four candidates for governor. This direc- 
tion is wholly impersonal, as former Gov- 
ernor Brown does not single out any one 
candidate, but exhorts them all to give the 
people “something more definite than mere 
platitudes on the question of law enforce- 
ment.” 

The former governor clearly} demon- 
strates that the attitude of the candidate 
who would enforce the law as it is repre- 
sented must be something more than that 
of the easy-going politician who would at- 
tempt to pacify and curry favor with all 
classes, the law breaker and the mob 


leader included. 

“What are our public men afraid of?” 
asks Georgia’s former governor. 
it cannot be of doing the right thing and 
tracking the law. Assuredly no candidate for 
governor would commend lynching or mob 
law. None, of course, would indorse the 
“blind tiger.’ Usury would receive their 
emphatic condemnation. They would stand 
unanimous in the assertion that laws are 
made for all classes of citizens alike, and 
that none has the right to disregard any 
single one of them because it does not ac- 
cord with his own personal views. 

If the candidates for governor were 
polled on these propositions, their reply 
would be unanimous; but their response to 


such a poll would be nothing more than

The vast majority of the good and con- 
gservative citizens of this state who exercise 
the right of suffrage believe emphatically

Georgia candidates must not get away 
from this problem. The people are not 
going to permit them to do it. It igs the 
most serious question that confronts the 
state today.

CATTLE DIPPING. 

It is astounding that there should have 
arisen any opposition at all to so wise and 
beneficial a measure as that requiring the 
dipping of cattle for the purpose of elimi- 
nating the tick, which is responsible for 
Texas fever, and which is the one thing that 
makes the cattle industry in Georgia a 
splendid possibility. 

But when it comes to open and rebellious 
opposition to a law that affects not only 
the individual, but the welfare of an in- 
dustry in which every citizen of this state 
ds interested, there should be some definite 
and effective means of putting an end to it. 

When men go to the extent not only of 
‘refusing to comply with the law so far as 
their own cattle are concerned, but threaten 
to dynamite the dipping vats of their neigh- 
bors and, in some instances, actually carry 
this threat into execution, it is time to read 
them a salutary lesson by a few convic- 
tions in court, coupled with appropriate 
penalties that will effectually put a stop to 
this form of lawlessness. 

Very commendably the cattle growers of 
Colquitt county, who believe in the industry 
and are anxious to see it succeed, propose 
to hold a meeting in a day or two, in which 
they will emphatically call upon the county 
commissioners to continue the campaign 
until that county is entirely free of the 
cattle tick. They say they propose to bring 


together two thousand Colquitt county farm- 


ers in this meeting. 

Colquitt county, of all others, could not 
afford to take any other attitude than this. 
Leading business men of that county, head- 
ed by W. J. Vereen, who, by the way, has 
just been elected president of the Georgia 
Cotton Manufacturers’ association, have set 
up in Moultrie a‘ modern packing plant 
where cash is paid for the farmers’ cattle, 
solely for the purpose of making a market 
and encouraging this now imperative 
feature of agricultural diversification. 

What an answer to this splendid spirit 
of enterprise in behalf of the farmers is 
the menacing attitude of the lawbreaker 
who threatens to dynamite his neighbor’s 
dipping vat! His threat is aiméd not alone 
at his neighbor and his community, but at 
a great industry, and at the state itself. 

There is a remedy, and it is a very sim- 
ple one! If the state courts are shy, the 
United States court may send two or three 
of these lawbreakers to the penitentiary, 
and there will be an end to the trouble! 


THROUGH THE MAILS! , 


It is against the law to advertise intoxi- 
cants of any kind in Georgia, and yet there 
are coming into the state today newspapers 
from surrounding, as well as distant states 
carrying the most flaming liquor advertise- 
ments possible to design—through the 
mails! 

There is no way of stopping it any more 
than there is of stopping personal solicita- 
tion through the mails, addressed alike to 
men, women and children, until the govern- 
ment of the United States, through con- 
gress, sees fit to pave the way for the 
states to enforce their own laws. 

‘There is a touch of humor in the fact 
whet one of these newspapers, just come in, 
carrying flaring red pictures of whisky 
bottles and jugs and other containers, offers 
a brand of corn whisky “made in Georgia,” 
and declared to be “six years old.” 

It was just eight years aga, and some 
months to boot, that Georgia’s first prohi- 
bition law went into effect; so that this 
particular brand of corn was “made in 
Georgia’”’ some two years or more after it 
became unlawful to manufacture 
cants of any sort anywhere within the 
limits of the state. 

But with the federal government itself 
supplying the means for the violation of 
state laws, whether through wide open 
mails or otherwise, it is scarcely to be won- 
dered at that others, bent on violation, 
should take advantage of any opportunity 
that might offer itself. 

Whether this particular brand of “corn”’ 
was made in Georgia in violation of law or 
not, however, isn’t the important question 
just now, for the state authorities have 
given evidence of the fact that they propose 
to take care of that situation and to sup- 
press the illegal manufacture and sale. 

But that the federal government should 
continue to permit the use of its mails for 
the flaunting of state laws is quite another 
matter. 

It is only a question of how long. The 
present congress has ample opportunity to 
remedy the -evil. 

If it fails it may take it for granted that 
some very pertinent questions will be asked 
before the November election.

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COME OUT FOR LAW ENFORCEMENT. 


JOSEPH M. BROWN ASKS CANDIDATES 


Editor Constitution: , I note, with pleas- 
ure, the tenor of your editorial in this morn- 
ing’s issue headed “For a Reign of Law,” and 
will remark in connection therewith that, 
while Georgia has within this and the past 
year given to the entire republic notable ex- 
hibitions of “lynch law” and other. viola- 
tions of statute law, and has thus forced to 
the front of everything else the question as 
to whether we shall have the reign of law 
or the reign of law-breakers, three of our 
four candidates for the governorship have 
thus far either sidestepped the basic issue 
of our civilization or have referred to it only 
in general terms except that Governor Har- 
ris has made, I believe, some very sensible 
Suggestions about the duties of sheriffs and 
the State’s control of them. The fourth can- 
didate has not, as yet, published his plat- 
form. 

What are our public men afraid of? 

There are individuals in practically all 
counties who kill, or burn, or steal, and there 
are combinations which at their will nulli- 
fy the laws in bunches of counties or long 
rows of counties in the state. And, as your 
editorial indicates, it is now one law that is 
Violated and now it is another. 

But it seems safe to say that if Georgia 
has grown as rapidly per annum during the 
past six years as she did per annum from 1900 
to 1910, she has at present about 400,000 white 
men. I have not the official figures before 
me, yet presume that not more than 2.000 of 
them are in confinement for crime. If this 
be approximately true, only about one-half 
of 1 per cent, or, in other words, one in 200 
white men, is a proven cfiminal. Therefore, 
it is clear that the overwhelming majority is 
lawabiding, hence, in favor of law enforce- 
ment. I again, then, ask: What are our 
public men afraid of? 

Let me here say that experience has proven 
to me that the masses of the people who 
Obey the laws do not rush into print or 
otherwise display their orderly practices. 
They confide the protection of society to the 
officers they elect, and assume that those 
officers are going to be true to the trust 
imposed in them. 

Law-Breakers and Their Lawyers. 

But when a law-breaker gets into the toils 
he hires a lawyer to keep him from being 
hanged or sent to the penitentiary; or gets 
Sympathetic advocates, often of both sexes, 
to endeavor to nullify the law after sentence 
has been passed upon him. These make all 
the display they can, and parade before the 
public the claim that ,there is over- 
whelming sentiment for clemency.” 

I have in mind two notable instances of 
the above. In one case, about 8,000 men, 
women and school ‘children in Georgia and 
other states petitioned me to pardon a red- 
handed midnight assassin. In the other, 
about 10,000 Georgians and an indefinite num- 
ber of people in other states asked another 
governor of Georgia to pardon or commute 
another convicted murderer. Now, as both 
of these were Georgia affairs, divide the 
above figures respectively into the total pop- 
ulation, or even the total white population, 
of Georgia, and see what proportion of our 
people asked that the verdicts of Georgia 
juries and judgments of Georgia courts, ren- 
dered under oath, be nullified on the peti- 
tions of people who had never heard the 
testimony and who were not under oath. 

I do not wish to multiply words, but can- 
not too strongly emphasize the fact that, as 
not only the good name of our state but the 
very lives of her people and the protection 
of hard-earned property are at stake, our 
public men who are aspiring to the highest 
and most responsible office the people con- 
fer should give them something more definite 
than mere platitudes on the question of law 
enforcement. There are other measures we 
can afford to differ about, but we cannot 
afford to differ about law enforcement. There 
are other measures that can afford to wait, 
but genuine, impartial and complete law 
enforcement cannot afford to wait. And, 
contemporaneously, it should always be held 
in mind that the rights of law-abiding peo- 
ple to protection to person and property 
should be held paramount above the rights 
(?) of law-breakers to considerations of doubt 
in court or of clemency in the executive of- 
fice. 

In conclusion, let me say to the four hon- 
orable and highly esteemed candidates for 
the governorship that I, as a citizen of Geor- 
gia, am askingthemtodonomoreand take 
no greater risks, as candidates, than I did 
as governor of Georgia, or as a candidate for 
governor.

I gave my pledge that I would not look with 
favor upon any legislation on the prohibition 
question that did not carry with it a refer- 
endum to the people at the polls. I was 
elected, the legislature passed the Tippins 
bill with the referendum purposely omitted: I 
vetoed it, and the attempt to pass it over the 
veto failed. ‘ 
: And yet, grotesquely enough, the North 
Georgia conference of the Methodist church, 
at its annual meeting in Carrollton, a few 
months later, unanimously and with demon- 
strations of approval, passed a _ resolution 
condemning me for keeping my pledge to the 
people. These zealous preachers ignored the 
fact that in Revelation 21:8, we read: “All 
liars shall have their part in the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone,” and that in 
the next, and last, chapter we read, con- 
cerning the new Jerusalem: “For without 
are dogs, and sorcerers, .., and murderers 
and idolaters, and whosoever loveth and mak- 
eth a lie.” 

But, as many thousands of the good lay 
members of the Methodist church had honored 
me with their votes; and, as quite a number 
of them, in the legislature, voted to sustain 
the veto ] had practically promised I would 
make, I think it must be conceded that the 
religious balance was in my favor. 

Again, during my second term, lawless el- 
ements in Forsyth county united in ejecting 
from that county all the negroes, because two 
or three had been concerned in the commts- 
sion of a horrible crime on a white lady. 
In my message to the legislature I unequiv- 
ocally condemned this act of punishing many 
for the crime of a few. That county went 
against me in- the next election. 

I could give other instances of the loss 
of combinations of voters who hold the bal- 
ance of power in certain counties by my obe- 
dience to the oath, of office, but lack of 
Space prevents. 

How Courts 

But now for the capstone: In every in- 
stance wherein the differences between my 
political opponents and me have reached the 
courts, the courts have upheld the principles 
for which my friends and I have contended. 

Again, it is well Known that I have de- 
clared that one of the most prolific sources 
of mob law, or lack of confidence in the law, 
is the too free exercise of the pardoning pow- 
er. I must here repeat my belief that there 
will be far less work by mobs if each of the 
candidates for governor will give his pledge 
that he will let the sentences of the courts 
stand unless newly-discovered evidence or 
other radical developments change the status 
in which the courts adjudicated the cases. 

Now, some will say that, as governor, 
I myself pardoned many convicts. Quite true. 
In my first term there was possibly the 
greatest floodtide of pardon applications that 
any administration ad ever faced. This 
was caused by the freeing of 52 murderers 
and nearly 40 other qgonvicts during the last 
26 days before my inauguration. I remember 
that for one monthly. meeting of the pardon 
board the chairman told me that there were 
267 applications for pardon on file. For 
quite a time the criminals of the state, 
through their. attorneys, claimed more of 
the executive time than was demanded for the 
business of the law-abiding people. But it 
can be truthfully stated that not one convict 
was loosed on a review of simply the court 
record. 

In my second term the records will show 
that certainly the worst criminals with prac- 
tical unanimity were hanged or remained in 
the penitentiary, although I lost the friend- 
ship of some men whom I really loved, be- 
cause I was unable to grant their pleas for 
their clients. 

Now, gentlemen, candidates, play no fa- 
vorites with classes or individuals against the 
law. Do not exalt any law to the extent 
that you minify almost all other laws. Do 
not be afraid that you will lose certain votes 
or certain influences if you let it be under- 
stood that you will obey your oath of office 
if elected. Remember that, no matter how 
great be the clamor of public meetings or 
newspapers, if you have the constitution of 
the state on your side you have the unshak- 
able majority. If you will all pursue this 
course, I, with hundreds of fhousands of 
other Georgians, can yield cheerful loyalty 
to that one of you who- will be chosen, and 
with those same hundreds of thousands I 
can ang will sympathize with and admire the 
other three who will remain with us in 
the ranks of private citizens. ae

Resolutions Adopted. 

Here are the resolutions which the cham- 
ber of commerce adopted:

ATLANTA SUBSTANTIATES HER CLAIM 
AS “CONVENTION CITY OF SOUTH” 


Atlanta’s claim to being ‘‘The Convention 
City of the South” is given marked verifica- 
tion by May’s record of the Atlanta Conven- 
tion bureau, which show that during the 
month just closed a total of 26 conventions, 
or six more than during any previous month 
in the city’s history, were held here. The 
from-out-of-town attendance attracted by 
these 26 meetings aggregated around 5,000 
delegates. 

The previous record was made in Novem- 
ber, 1915, during which month 20 conven- 
tions of various sorts were held here, and 
prior to that October, 1914, with 18, held 
the banner.

Of May’s conventions, the most important 
from an attendance standpoint was that of 
the air brake association, and which was

Next in order of their impor- 
tance came the sectional conventions of 
electrical engineers, the United States bu- 
reau of standards, southern section, and the 
organization meeting of the southern rail- 
road commissioners, representing nine south- 
ern states, held May 10. Then came the 
state conventions, in the order of their rela- 
importance, of the Odd Fellows and 
the Georgia.

‘Beavers’ trial will probably be held 
the night of the June meeting of the 
board, Tuesday, June 12, but if the 
commissioners who are out of the city 
can get back before that date I will 
grant trial at a call meeting. 

Will Injure Department. 
» Ae the same attitude as. the 
other commissioners on the board, 
namely, that the involving of politics 
into the police force again will tend to 
injure its present high degree of ef- 
ficiency.” 

Commissioner King’s attention was 
called to statements made Wednesday 
to the effect that a clicque had been

“IT know nothing of this matter,” 
said Commissioner King. “If there is 
anything to it, I am in the dark. When 
Chief Mayo was elected, shortly after 
the demotion by the board of former 
Chief Beavers, three of the commis- 
sioners who are at present members 
of the board voted for Captain Poole 
as chief. They were Commissioners 
Vaughn, Wardlaw and Vernoy, if I 
remember correctly. What their atti- 
tude now is I cannot say, but I believe 
every member of the board of police 
commissioners, recognizes that the po- 
lice department is now more efficient 
than it has been in vears.”’ 

Other members of the commission 
stated that they knew nothing of the

Impossible, Says Mayor.

In the second place Chief Mayo, 
who is giving most efficient and com- 
petent service, would have to be re- 
moved from office, and this can only 
be done by trial and conviction on some 
charge we'l sustained.” 

It is said the clique working to re- 
instate Beavers recognizes that they 
cannot get sufficient votes on the com- 
mrission to reinstate Beavers perma- 
nently, but that by agreeing to have 
Beavers resign in favor of Captain 
Poole that the seven votes are forth-

Drug Expert States 
Large Prescriptions 
Cannot Be _ Justified 


Macon, Ga., May 31.—(Special.)—Dr. 
H. D. Allen, of Milledgeville, an ex- 
pert on drugs, one of the main wit- 
nesses of the day in the trial of Hugh 
McKeevey and Dr, W. F. Carroll, drug- 
gist and physician, of East Macon, re- 
spectively, in the United States district 
court for alleged violation of the Har- 
rison narcotic law, today gave some 
interesting testimony regarding the ef- 
fect. of drugs on persons addicted to 
their use. 

“For a person taking a dram of mor- 
phine a day the allowance can be in- 
stantiv reduced to 10 grains and if the 
patient dves not know it, he will no- 
tice no effect,”’ said Dr. Allen. “In the 
case of a person addicted to the use 
the only way to treat 
him is to reduce the amount from time 
to time, but where cocaine is being 
used, the supply can be shut off at 
once and the patient will feel better for 
it. Any doctor who prescribes larger 
quantities of drugs and turns them over 
to a morphine habitue is simply in- 
dulging bis appetite and such prescrip- 
tions cannot be written in good faith 
in the course of practice by a reputable 
physician. 

This testimony was brought out to 
offset a claim which the defense is ad- 
vancing, to the effect that prescriptions 
ealling for larger amounts of drugs, 
written by Dr. Carroll and filled by Mc- 
Keevey, were justified in the regular 
practice of his profession.

taxes as possible, because of the de- 
crease in the returns resulting from 
the closing of the near-beer saloons. 

When the M’s were reached the com- 
mittee adjourned, to meet again Fri- 
day morning at 10 o'clock. he com- 
mittee will complete its work at that 
meeting and submit its report to coun- 
cil next Monday for approval. 

The work Wednesday did not pro- 
Sress as far as the motion picture 
houses or the soft drinks licenses, but 
the members agreed that both taxes 
should be raised. , 

During the discussion it was an- 
nounced by Councilman Woodall that 
he intended to introduce in council at 
an early session an ordinance abol- 
ishing all poolrooms and similar busi- 
ness houses in the city. He favored 
the raising of the present license at the 
meeting Wednesday, but his motion to 
make tne tax $100 on each table was 
not carried. He argued that the pool- 
rooms were one of the worst things 
the city had to work against in the 
wey of vice-breeders.

“During our attacks on May 29 we 
captured in Caurettes wood one naval 
gun, eighteen machine guns, a quantity 
of mine throwers and much other ma- 
terial.

Berlin, May 31.—(By Wireless.)—The 
Austro-Hungarian advance on Italian 
territory has been carried further in 
the region of Asiago and Arsiero. The 
official Austrian statement of today 
Says the Italians have been driven 
from Gallio and heights to the north- 
ward. Monte Baldo and Monte Fiaro 
have been captured by the Austrians. 

Since the beginning of the Austrian 
drive, 30,388 prisoners have been taken. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“Russian front: Increased activity 
prevails on the Bessarabian and Voly- 
nian fronts. 

‘Italian front: Austro-Hungarian 
troops under the command of Crown 
Prince Charles Francis have made fur- 
ther conquests in the regions of Asiago 
and Arsiero. In the district northeast 
of Asiago our troops drove the enemy 
from Gallio and stormed positions on 
the heights to the northward.

DESPERATE FIGHTING 
ON ITALIAN FRONT. 


Rome, May ,31.—(Via London.)—The 
Italian official statement today reads: 

“On the heights-north of the Valley 
of the Ledro and in the Riva zone 
numerous movements were evident, 
with unaccustomed activity in defen- 
sive work, 

“In the valley of Lagarina violent 
enemy attacks were renewed with 
great ‘bravery, after intense artillery 
preparation with guns of large caliber, 
but were repulsed with the annihila- 
tion of the attacking columns. The 
fighting was fiercest around Col di 
Buole, where the gallant infantry ‘of 
the Sixty-second regiment, Sicilian bri- 
gade, and the Two Hundred and Seventh 
regiment, Taro brigade, repeatedly 
made sallies from their trenches, pur- 
suing the enemy with the bayonet. 

“In the Pasubio sector there was an 
artillery duel. An enemy attack in the 
direction of Forni Alti was repulsed. 

“Between Posnia and the upper As- 
tico the battle is developing, the en- 
emy concentrating particularly in the 
Astico valley. We repulsed a morning 
attack in the-Camplolia zone. 

“Farther east the concentration of the 

enemy artillery fire compelled us to 
evacuate a position on Monte Pria- 
fora but a desperate counter attack 
regained the position for us. Never- 
theless owing to the violent enemy ar- 
tillery fire our troops withdrew slight- 
ly on. the southern slopes of the moun- 
tain. ; 
“On the plateau of Asiago we evacu- 
ated Punta Gordin, but continue to 
withstand the enemy pressure along 
the remainder of the front. 

“In Carnia and on the Isonzo there 
has been intermittent artillery activi- 
ty, more intense in the upper but and 
in the San Martino zone. Our infan- 
itd made a bold raid into the enemy’s 
ines.”
